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JOSEPH LANGLAND 


Born in Minnesota in 1917, educated at State 
University of Iowa, Mr. Langland has lectured at University 
of British Columbia, at University of Washington and at the 
San Francisco Poetry Centre. He has taught at the University 
of Wyoming and is presently a Professor of English at the 
University of Massachusetts. He received a National Council 
of Arts Grant for 1966-67; The Amy Lowell Travelling Poetry 
Fellowship for 1955-56, and a Ford Faculty Fellowship in 
Humanities for 1953- 5h. He 18 on the Editorial Board of the 
MASSACHUSETTS REVIEW. He has written lyrics for songs by 
Morton Gould, Phillip Bezanson and others, and has composed 
lyrics and music for folksongs. He is co-editor of an 
anthology of poetry, POET'S CHOICE, as well as an anthology 
of short stories. His poems have been printed in roughly 25 
anthologies, and his articles, reviews and poems have appeared 
in many journals, among them POETRY, PARIS REVIEW, ATLANTIC, 
HUDSON REVIEW, NEW YORKER, and SATURDAY REVIEW. Among his 
books of poetry are THE GREEN TOWN (Scribners, 1956), nominated 
for the National Book Award; THE WHEEL OF SUMMER (Dial Press, 
1963), which won the Melville Cane Poetry Award: and 
ADLAI STEVENSON, (Stonewall Press, 1967) Iowa City. His 
poetry has also been recorded by Folkways Records (FS11001).
